(ii) an examination of another University recog- 
nised by the Syndicate as equivalent to (ii). 

3.1. A student who possesses the qualification laid 
down in Regulation 2, has been on the rolls of the Univer- 
sity Department of Tibetan, during the academic year 
preceding the examination, and produces the following 
certificates signed by the Head of the Department shall 
be eligible to appear in the examination : —

(b) of having attending not less than 75% of the 
lectures delivered during the academic year pre- 
ceding the examination. 

3.2. A deficiency in the required number of lectures 
may be condoned—

(ENGLISH-HIND I OR PANJABI )

3.1. A person who possesses the qualification laid down 
in Regulation 2, and produces the following certificates 
signed by the Head of the Panjab University Hindi/ 
Panjabi Department shall b e eligible to appear in the

(ii) subject to sanction of the Academic Council 
of any other recognised University, provided 
he is a whole-time permanent teacher of the 
Panjab University or an affiliated college. 

or 

(iii) Ph.D. degree of the Panjab University, or 
subject to the sanction of the Academic Coun- 
cil, the Ph.D. or D.Sc. degree of another Uni- 
versity, provided that he has obtained this 
degree not less than three years earlier. 

2.1. Every candidate for the degree must have, to the 
satisfaction of the Vice-Chancellor, already made sub- 
stantial published contributions to science. 

2.2. If permitted by the Vice-Chancellor, the candidate 
shall submit four copies of his published work containing 
original and substantial contributions to some branch of 
science accompanied by a fee of Rs. 600. 

3. The candidate shall submit a declaration that the 
work he is submitting has not already been submitted for 
obtaining a similar degree of any other University. 
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4. The work submitted shall be referred to three 
examiners nominated by the Syndicate on the recommen- 
dation of the Vice-Chancellor. 

5.1. The reports of Examiners shall be considered by 
the Syndicate who shall decide whether or not the degree 
of Doctor of Science be awarded. 

5.2. If the Examiners consider that the candidate is 
not worthy of the degree of Doctor of Science but that 
his work is of a standard equivalent to that required for 
'he degree of Doctor of Philosophy, they may recommend 
him to the Syndicate for the grant of the degree of 
Doctor ot Philosophy who shall decide whether or not 
the degree of Doctor of Philosophy be awarded. 

6. The Registrar shall publish the result in accordance 
with the decision Of the Syndicate. 

REGULATIONS FOR DEGREE OF DOCTOR OF 
LITERATURE 

1. Every candidate for the degree of Doctor of 
Literature shall have passed not less than six years pre- 
viously the examination for the Master’s degree — 

(i) ot the Panjab University; 

or 

(ii) subject to sanction of the Academic Council 
ot any other recognised University, provided 
he is a whole-time permanent teacher of the 
Panjab University or an affiliated college. 

or 

(hi) Ph.D. degree of the Panjab University, or 
subject to the sanction of the Academic Coun- 
cil, the Ph.D. or D.Sc. degree of another Uni- 
versity, provided that he has obtained this 
degree not less than three years earlier, 

2.1. Every candidate for the degree must have, to the 
satisfaction of the Vice-Chancellor, already made sub- 
stantial published contributions to knowledge in humani- 
ties or social Sciences.

1. The candidate shall submit a declaration that the 
work he is submitting has not already been submitted for 
obtaining a similar degree of any other University. 

4. The work submitted shall be referred to three 
examiners nominated by the Syndicate on the recommen- 
dation of the Vice-Chancellor. 

5. J. The reports of Examiners shall be considered by 
the Syndicate who shall decide whether or not the degree 
of Doctor of Literature be awarded. 

5.2. If the Examiners consider that the candidate is 
not worthy of the degree of Doctor of Literature but that 
his work is of a standard equivalent to that required for 
the degree of Doctor of Philosophy, they may recommend 
him to the Syndicate for the grant of the degree of 
Doctor of Philosophy who shall decide whether or not 
the degree of Doctor of Philosophy be awarded. 

6. The Registrar shall publish the result in accordance 
with the decision of the Syndicate.
